ABDUCTED 7-YEAR-OLD CHILD 


Charles 
Hemphill, 
a young man 
whose homo is in Clayton, near Glass 
boro, N. J„ had a narrow escape 
from being lynched by excited resi­ 
dents of this vicinity, who had been 
wrought to the point of fury because 
Hemphill had kidnaped Cora Garton, 
a seven-year-old child, whose home is 
in Millville, N. J. Only the quick action 
of the police authorities in secretly re­ 
moving Hemphill to the Woodbury 
Jail, it is believed, saved his life. 


Hemphill on Thursday last joined a 
Holiness campmeeting here and be­ 
came, it is said, infatuated with the 
child. 
Saturday he hired a team and, 
going to the home of Rev. Mr. Jarrell, 
where the child was visiting, offered 
to drive the clergyman to the camp- 
meeting. The offer was accepted, and 
after leaving the minister at the camp. 
Hemphill return# 1 to the Jarrell home 
and told Mrs. Jarrell that lie had been 
sent for Cora. 
Helen Higgins, aged 
eight years, was a play with Cora at 
the time, and Mrs. Jarrell, not sus­ 
pecting anything wrong, bundled the 
two children into the carriage. A half 
hour later Helen came running bacl< 
almost exhausted and told the pastor’s 
wife that after riding about a mile 
Hemphill slapped her face, put her 
out of the carriage and had driven off 
with Cora. 
Mrs. Jarrell at once no­ 
tified her husband, and hundreds of 
persons joined in the search for the 
girl, as nothing was seen or heard of 
her until nearly midnight, when Han­ 
ley Beckett, a summer cottager at Pit­ 
man, heard screams and, leaving his 
home, came across Hemphill and the 
child. 
Beckett demanded an explana­ 
tion, and Hemphill said that he had 
missed the train and that he and the 
girl were walking to camp. 
He then 
moved off, saying: “I can’t do anything 
with her, so I’ll leave her with you/ 1 
Beckett secured a carriage, took the 
girl to her home and notified the police 
officials. 
A short time later Hemphill 
was captured at the Pitman railroad 
station as he was buying a ticket for 
Philadelphia. Word of the capture was 
telephoned to Glassboro, and men arm- 
ed with clubs, base ball bats and some 
carrying ropes soon began to gather 
about the Glassboro jail. When it was 
learned that Hemphill had not arrived 
the crowd determined to wait. Another 
crowd gathered at the hotel at which 
the stages between Pitman and Glass­ 
boro stop, and there were threats of 
violence. 
Word was sent to Pitman 
of the temper of the crowd, and it was 
decided to detain Hemphill there and 
give him an immediate hearing. 
He 
was arraigned before Magistrate Paul- 
in and held in $1000 bail on the charge 
of attempting a statutory offense. Dur­ 
ing the hearing a large crowd of Pit­ 
man residents gathered and threats 
against Hemphill were made. A thun­ 
der storm broke about this time and 
the crowd sought shelter.

during the height of the storm was 
hustled into a covered wagon and a 
quick trip was made to the Woodbury 
jail.

a surprising resistance to pene~ ration 
and puncture, yet is sufficiently flexi- 
ble to yield without strain to the in- 
equalities of the road. It binds secure- 
ly to the rubber of the tire.

The compound presents a 
very tough, compact appearance, with 
a surprising resistance to penetration 
and puncture, yet is sufficiently fiexl- 
ble to yield without strain to the in- 
equalities of the road. It binds secure- 
ly to the rubber of the tire.

Colonel F, W. Maude, in the April 
contemporary Review, describes a gun 
which "is in existence and can impart, 
by the application of electricity, an 
initial velocity of 30,000 fe&t a second 
to projectiles of all dimensions, and 
which can be practically handled un- 
der war conditions and on board ship 
or in permanent defenses. 
Projectiles 
of 2000 pounds weight lie fairly vrithin 
these limits." 


In a succeeding passage he declares 
that if the rule with velocities up to 
2505 feet a second, viz., that resistance 
Increases as the square of velocity holds 
good at the higher rates, then there 
is practically nothing to prevent these 
weapons from throwing shells from 
London to Paris, or vice-versa, at the 
rate of a few thousand a day. The in- 
ventor is W. S. Simpson, a Scotsman. 


A reporter of the London Chronicle, 
who interviewed Colonel Maude, as- 
sures critics that the greatest experts 
in the country have seen, examined and 
witnessed the working of the model, 
and Its practicability.

projectile a velocity of 30,1)00 feet a sec- 
.ond and upward, without smoke, flash 
or recoil, will ultimately compel alj 
navies to abandon armor and devote 
their energies to the attainment of 
speed as the prime factor of success.

Would Care to Fight? 


Colonel F. W. Maude, in the April 
contemporary Review, describes a gun 
which “Is in existence and can impart, 
by the application of electricity, an 
Initial velocity of 30,000 feet a second 
to projectiles of all dimensions, and 
which can be practically handled un­ 
der war conditions and on board ship 
or in permanent defenses. 
Projectiles 
of 2000 pounds weight lie fairly within 
these limits.” 


In a succeeding passage he declares 
that if the rule with velocities up to 
250tf feet a second, viz., that resistance 
increases as the square of velocity holds 
good at the higher rates, then there 
is practically nothing to prevent these 
weapons from throwing shells from 
London to Paris, or vice-versa, at the 
rate of a few thousand a day. The in­ 
ventor is W. S. Simpson, a Scotsman.

projectile a velocity of 30,1)00 feet a sec- 
,ond and upward, without smoke, flash 
or recoil, will ultimately compel alj 
navies to abandon armor and devote 
their energies to the attainm ent of 
speed as the prime factor of success.

The Duke and 
Duchess of Con- 
naught are the presidents of the Sun- 
ningdale Club. Their two daughters, 
the Princess Margaret (now Princess 
•Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden) 
and 
Princess Patricia, both learned in Ire- 
land uring their sojourn there. 


Princess Gustavus 
Adolphus plays 
very little now, but Princess Patricia 
.•tetter known to her most intimate 
friends as Princess 
Pat, plays con- 
stantly and has a most excellent rec- 
ord. 
She drives a -long, steady ball, 
and her stroke is like a man's in its 
vigorous skill.

Planting Fifty Thousand Trees. 
FoJlo>\ing the policy of reforesting 
the State, which prompted the enact- 
ment of a law by the last Vermont 
Legislature, providing for the yearly 
distribution of seedlings and 
trans- 
plants, the State forestry department 
has begun its annual work and almost 
50,000 young trees are ready to be 
placed in thcT ground. 
This is con- 
siderably more than were distributed 
last year and the entire amount which 
will be planted this spring is the prod- 
uct of Vermont nurseries. Last year, 
the first year of distribution, the State 
forestry was obliged to draw upon the 
reserve stock of the New York nurs- 
ery for a large portion of the trees 
distributed, 
but 
besides 
returning 
these, 50,000 young trees were found 
to he matured sufficiently for planting 
this season. 
The seedlings planted 
consist largely of white pine, while 
Scotch pine and red pine are also 
much used. 
Practically the 
entire 
supply is composed of coniferous trees. 
—Boston Transcript.

It says that garrot- 
ting was brought to an end as a seri- 
ous danger before the House of Com- 
mons in a fit of panic, due to one of 
its own members having been gar- 
roted, resorted to legislation. It quotes 
Mr. Asquith. who once said garrotlng 
was put down without a resort to the 
lash by the fearless 
administration 
of the existing criminal law. 


On the other hand. Justice Darling. 
Montague Crackenthorpo, Lord 
Nor- 
ton and Justice Lawrence affirm that 
garroting was stamped out in London, 
Liverpool. Manchester and oWiur great 
towns by the unbpaiiiig u&c of the 
lash. 


The Humanitarian League is ready 
with what it calls overwhelming refu- 
tation of the sophistries of the mod- 
ern "flagello maniac," and this seems 
to be one of its principal arguments 
against the revival of the lash.

FOR THE SPORT. 


King Edward Plays Frequently and Keeps Three ^Private Course»— 
The Princess Patricia a Skilful Golfer—The King of 
Spain's New Liking for the Links. 


Not long- ago the Prime minister 
of England alluded to the game of golf 
as it was played when he was young. 
He said it was 
more of a pastime 
then and less of a business. Now peo 
pie took it seriously, as they did ev 
erything else, and what was once a 
recreation had become hard work. It 
Is certainly true that golf is now more 
than a gentle form of exercise; it is 
a scientific and difficult game which 
requires a steady hand, a keen eye 
and considerable patience. 


Perhaps the fact that it was played 
in a careless, easygoing fashion for 
bo many centuries is one of the rea­ 
sons why it has always been a favor­ 
ite recreation 
with royalty. 
Certain 
it is that the English monarohs since 
the early days of their, history have 
indulged in the game. 


Queen Catherine, first wif« of the 
much married 
King Hal, wrote to 
Cardinal Wolsey that the King and 
his subjects were “busy with golf,’* 
which she described her heart as “be­ 
ing good to/* for, said she, they Vtakc 
it for pastime.” 


The ill fated Mary Queen of Scots 
was another golfer, but as most of her 
golfing was done with Bothwell, it is 
possible she saw the advantages of 
golf links as a place for as nearly 
private interviews as royalty could 
manage iu those 
days.

n 
named. 


James VI. of Scotland and I. of 
England took so much interest in the 
game that he appointed a royal club- 
maker, one William Mayne, who “dur- 
^ ing all the days of his lyfetime” was 
3 
to make clubs for his Majesty’s per­ 
sonal use. 


To come to modern times, King Ed­ 
ward plays 
an excellent game, and 
during his stay at Biarritz was a con­ 
stant onlooker at the links when he 
did not play himself. 
Since his ac- 
cesion, the royal golf course at Wind­ 
sor has been immensely improved and 
some new bunkers judiciously intro­ 
duced. 
The course, of nine holes, is 
now made more sporting, and com­ 
mencing at the East Terrace, extends 
by Adelaide Lodge, at the back of the 
Royal Kennels, for about two miles. 
King Edward has also two other priv­ 
ate courses. 


The Prince of Wales is a fair play­ 
er, but he devotes very little time to 
it. 
The Princess never plays. How­ 
ever, .the “Wales Nursery/* as their 
children 
are sometimes 
described, 
are eager beginners. They have been 
/ having lessons for the last year in 
the ethics of the game and the young 
Princes Edward and Albert are most 
promising 
players, while 
Princess 
Mary, who always tries to imitate her 
brothers, is struggling hard to keep 
up with their golf records. 
All three 
children are often to be seen on the 
private course at Sandringham and 
use their 
specially designed 
clubs 
with Quite remarkable accuracy and 
skill. 


The Princess Royal 
(Duchess of 
Fife) and the Duke of Fife and their 
daughters, the Princesses Alexandra 
and Maud, are enthusiastic golfers, 
and go daily to the links near home 
at Brighton. 
They 
all took lessons 
from a well known professional play­ 
er, as 
did also Princess 
Victoria, 
whose delicate healtfc, however, pre­ 
vents her playing very often. 


The Duke and 
Duchess of Con­ 
naught are the presidents of the Sun- 
ningdale Club. Their two daughters, 
the Princess Margaret (now Princess 
-Gustavus Adolphus of Sweden) and 
Princess Patricia, both learned in Ire­ 
land uring their sojourn there. 


Princess Gustavus 
Adolphus plays 
very little now, but Princess Patricia 
»tetter known to her most intimate 
friends as Princess 
Pat, plays con­ 
stantly and has a most excellent rec­ 
ord. 
She drives a iong, steady ball, 
and her stroke is like a man’s in its 
vigorous skill. 
This 
charming Prin­ 
cess, who is as democratic as she is 
pretty, plays daily at the Sunningdale 
Club in a short 
checked skirt and 
coat, and high boots. 
All tiie caddies 
adoro Princess Pat, and they are tre­ 
mendously proud of her scores. 
It is 
said that when 
the young King of 
Spain first saw this Princess playing 
golf, he looked upon her with great 
favor, but fate and perhaps Princess 
Pat herself willed things otherwise. 


Golf as a royal game is not confined 
to England nowadays. 
King Alfonso 
learned to play during his first visit 
lero and was immediately fired with 
enthusiasm, and has had links estab- 
ished in the grounds of his country 
palace. 
He is also planning to have 
i course 
in Madrid, 
He is a 
left- 
landed player. 
The young Queen of 
Spain has never cared for the game— 
¡he is not the athletic type of Eng- 
ish girlhood, anyway—but since her 
ife in Sp^in commenced, she has tak- 
n it up, probably at the request of 
he King. 
However, she is still in the 
ery first stages of a beginner. 
The King and the Crown Prince of 
[reece are great golfers. 
The King 
rives 
a wonderful ball, and 
the 
Town Prince’s strength is in his put­ 


ting, so their matches are rather in­ 
teresting and are almost daily. 


Since Haakon 
and Queen 
Maud 
have come to the Norwegian throne 
they have introduced golf as an ex­ 
ercise in Norway, and have links near 
the palace. 


The Kaiser’s affliction makes golf 
quite out of the question for him, but 
he is said to interest himself in tho 
game to the 
extent of looking 
on 
sometimes, as the 
German 
Crown 
Prince plays well and often. . 


There is a very fine golf course at 
Peterhof, and here the harassed ruler 
of all the Russias 
sometimes seeks 
distraction from the cares of state in 
a game of golf, but 
as he is accom­ 
panied by guards and escorts with a 
full regiment stationed around the 
links he probably does not give his 
undivided attention to the game, and 
is said to play in a most desultory 
fashion.

Planting Fifty Thousand Trees. 
Following the policy of reforesting 
the State, which prompted the enact­ 
ment of a law by the last Vermont 
Legislature, providing for the yearly 
distribution of seedlings and trans­ 
plants, the State forestry department 
has begun its annual work and almost 
50,000 young trees are ready to be 
placed in th<f ground. 
This is con­ 
siderably more than were distributed 
last year and the entire amount which 
will be planted this spring is the prod­ 
uct of Vermont nurseries. Last year, 
the first year of distribution, the State 
forestry was obliged to draw upon the 
reserve stock of the New York nurs­ 
ery for a large portion of the trees 
distributed, 
but 
besides 
returning 
these, 50,000 young trees were found 
to be matured sufficiently for planting 
this season. 
Tho seedlings planted 
consist largely of white pine, while 
Scotch pine and red pine are also 
much used. 
Practically the 
entire 
supply is composed of coniferous trees. 
—Boston Transcript. 


Judges, Aroused by Murder and Rob 
bery Apply the Lash. 


For some time past there has bee:i 
quite an epidemic of crime over al* 
most the 
whole 
United 
Kingdom, 
writes the London correspondent of 
the New York Herald. It is with quite 
a thrill of horror that one casts his 
mind back only over the last twelve 
months or so to recall the abnormal 
number of brutal crimes that have 
been committed, murders and coward­ 
ly and unprovoked assaults, for the 
purpose of robbery. But what is most 
appalling of all are the number of 
cases in which the criminal has es­ 
caped justice. 


It is, however, highway robberies, 
accompanied 
by serious 
assaults, 
many of them committed in broad 
daylight, that I am now referring to 
more particularly. The Judges of As­ 
size would seem to be becoming alivo 
none too soon to the seriousness of 
the situation and as to how much 
rests upon them to suppress, if pos­ 
sible, a reappearance of the robber 
who lies in ambush for an unsus­ 
pecting victim, and have begun to 
blend stern sentences of imprison­ 
ment with the administration of tho 
cat o’ ninetails. 
The latest cases this 
week were at the Glamorgan Assizes, 
where Justice Lawrence has been of­ 
fering tne cat more than has been 
done for years. 
He has sentenced a 
footpad to seven years’ penal servi­ 
tude and twenty lashes, and other 
sentences are seven years' penal ser­ 
vitude with twelve lashes, two to five 
years’ penal 
servitude, each 
with 
twelve lashes, twelve months’ hard 
labor 
with 
fifteen 
lashes, 
twelve 
months’ hard labor with twelve lashes 
nine months’ hard labor with twelve 
lashes. 


The Humanitarian League is up in 
arms. It denies that the cat has done 
more than anything else to suppress 
robbery with violence. 
In London, 
however, there arc judges and others 
who say that garroting was stamped 
out in London and the corner man 
annihilated in Liverpool was infested 
by a band of dangerous criminals, 
whose 
depredations 
and 
brutality 
alarmed the people. 
Justice 
Day, 
known as “the flogging judge,” was 
sent to the Assizes and he commenced 
the system of lashing criminals. It 
is supposed that he frightened the 
Lancashire “Hooligans” out of exis­ 
tence, 
but the 
Humanitarian 
Lea­ 
gue denies this. I t says that garrot­ 
ting was brought to an end as a seri­ 
ous danger before the House of Com­ 
mons in a fit of panic, due to one of 
its own members having been gar- 
roted, resorted to legislation. It quotes 
Mr. Asquith, who once said garroting 
was put down without a resort to the 
lash by the fearless administration 
of the existing criminal law. 


On the other hand, Justice Darling, 
Montague Crackenthorpe, Lord 
Nor­ 
ton and Justice Lawrence affirm that 
garroting was stamped out in London, 
Liverpool, Manchester and oWior great 
towns by the unspaiing use of the 
lash. 


The Humanitarian League is ready 
with what it calls overwhelming refu­ 
tation of the sophistries of the mod­ 
ern “flagello maniac,” and this seems 
to be one of its principal arguments 
against the revival of the lash. It is 
the working men who alone would be 
sentenced to be flogged with the “cat” 
or birch by those who would have the 
administration of such a law, for high 
placed offenders would be so repug 
nant to public feeling that juries in 
such cases would often refuse to con­ 
vict. , But surely it is a long time 
since high placed offenders were guil­ 
ty of robbery with violence. Robin 
Hood, like Queen Anne, is dead.

him a long w a y from his

Sioux 
village. 
He 
was, {n fact, best content when wander­ 
ing among the breaks and canons of 
the Smoky Hill Kiver. 


At eleven years he mot with an ad- 
,venture which gave him another name 
among his people. 


He had learned to set snares for 
.wild animals, and one day discovered 
the fresh path of a doe and two fawns, 
which were in the habit of going to 
drink at a certain point on the river. 


After several attempts Lone Boy 
succeeded in snaring one of the fawns. 
But when he came up with his game 
a pair of bald eagles had already at- 
tacked and killed the fawn. 


The young Sioux was very angry. 
He had intended, if he should take a 
young deer alive, to carry the animal 
home for a pet. For some time he had 
known where this pair of eagles—at 
least, as lie believed—had their nest. 
He had indeed planned to watch the 
growth of the young ones, flud to lie 
in wait to shoot them upon their first 
unwary descent from their aerie. 
It 
was sometimes quite easy to secure tho 
much prized tail feathers of the bald 
eagle in this way. 


However, there was always the risk 
that another hunter might be 011 the 
watch, and so secure the prize at the 
opportune moment. 
Upon reflection,

TJP AMONG THE SAETERS. 
In mountainous districts of Norway 
ftlie farmers usually in the spring send 
their dairy maids, hired men and 
shepherd boys with their cattle—cows, 
oxen, horses, pigs, sheep and goats— 
up on the * mountains to the saeters, 
Where they keep them in pasture dur­ 
ing the summer, 
A saeter is a, collec­ 
tion of houses, surrounded by green 
fields ineloseil with a fence, and outside 
of this are stretched the great grazing 
grounds, over mountains and valleys, 
through woods, along rivers, brooks 
ftnd lakes. When everything has been, 
put in readiness and the weather has 
become more like summer the house­ 
wives come and take the places of the 
dairy maids, and these and the hired 
men are sent home. 


I will not describe to you the many 
dangers to which herd and shepherd 
boys were formerly exposed, when 
wolves and bears were hunting around 
for lambs, sheep, calves and other ani­ 
mals for their breakfast or dinner; 
but I “will tell you about the bright 
side of these boys’ life to show that 
they can also play their little tricks 
and manage to get a good deal of fun 
out of their daily work, lonesome 
though they are in those lofty regions. 


Nature has blessed them with a won­ 
derfully clear and healthful air, with 
plenty of sunshine and outdoor life. 
Though they often are drenched in 
rain to the skin and have to wade 
in water all the day long, often fur 
many days at a time, rheumatism, 
nervousness, dyspepsia and toothache 
are unknown in their 
experience. 
Theirs is a life in clear, healthful and 
invigorating mountain air, hundreds, 
often thousands, of feet above sea 


l-'vel. They are very generally healthy, 
sound in miud and body, playful and 
lull of good humor. 
Their ringing 
laughter, a good sign of a sound con­ 
stitution, re-echoed iroui mountain dde 
Jo mountainside, is like the sound of 
pleasant music. 


One summer my father and mother— 
living in Go!, Ilaliingdal, a mountain­ 
ous district in the southern part of 
the country—had in their herd a big 
ram with large horns bent backward 
into spirals. For some reason or other, 
this ram could not stand to see the 
shepherd boy having on his rain shawl 
—a large shawl that the boys put on 
to cover the head and shoulders on 
rainy days. As soon as he caught sight 
of the shepherd boy with the shawl 
on, he would look at him a moment, 
his eyes won id suddenly flash fire, he 
would back up a few feet, and then 
with all his strength he would leap 
forward and butt the boy, so that he 
would tumble heels over head along 
the ground.

instead of so many floor cloths, wall 
cloths, dust cloths, stove cleaners and 
mops? It is cheap, and it can be had 
anywhere. Cotton waste, by the way, 
is one of the best agencies for polishing 
waxed floors or furniture. 


CARE OF LINOLEUM. 


A 
household economics authority 
says: “In caring for linoleum do not 
use soapsuds as for scrubbing a floor. 
It stands to reason that soap is going 
to injure the varnish and the tiuisli. 
On a farm where there is plenty of 
milk, a cloth wrung out of skim milk 
is the best means of taking up the dust 
and brightening the linoleum. 
Where 
milk is scarce, or needed for food, 
use lukewarm water, to which has 
been added half a cupful of kerosene. 
Wring the cloth rather dry from this, 
and go over the linoleum after sweep­ 
ing, and it Avill be quite new and 
bright, and the finish uninjured. *

Here are a few “sign-posts” which 
will point the way to success in cake- 
making: 


All ingredients to be of good quality. 
The flour should be thoroughly dry 
and sifted well, if the cake is to bo 
light. Damp flour makes heavy calces. 


Fruit should be freed of stalks, 
stones and be rubbed in a clean cloth. 


Fresh butter is better than salt; and 
sweet, pure beef dripping makes ex­ 
cellent plain cakes. 


Weigh each ingredient carefully, and 
be sure the quantities are correct. 


Before greasing a cake-tin or lining 
it with greased paper, the tin must 
be greased properly, and, therefore, the 
cake will stick. 


A pincli of salt should be added to 
every cake; it brings out the flavor of 
the ingredients. 


For all light and fancy cakes butter 
is usually creamed, and the operation 
is well worth the trouble. 
Warm a 
basin slightly, put the butter and sugar 
in it, and with a large silver fork or 
the hand work it round and round, 
until it is creamy. 


Tutti Frutti Gems—Into a cupful of 
sweet milk stir the well-beaten yolks 
of three eggs, add one teaspoonful of 
salt and two and one-half cupfuls of 
flour into which has been sifted a tea­ 
spoonful of baking powder; when these 
ingredients 
have 
been 
thoroughly 
mixed, stir in one and one-half cupfuls 
of chopped raisins, almonds and can* 
died pineapple; lastly, beat in lightly 
the yolks of three eggs, and bake about 
twenty minutes in a quick oven in gem 
pans. 


Celery Toast—Clean the celery and 
cut into inch pieces, cover with boiling 
water and cook until tender; drain oli 
the water. 
Prepare a cream sauce in 
the following manner: Scald one cup­ 
ful of milk; melt two tablespoonfulfc 
of butter in a saucepan, stir in two 
tablespoonfuls of flour, then add the 
milk gradually; stir constantly until 
smooth, cooking for five minutes after­ 
ward; add the cooked celery to the 
sauce and pour over small, crisp slices 
of buttered toast; garnibli with toast 
points. 


Russian Salad—A Russian salad is 
described by a correspondent of Good 
Housekeeping, 
Small tomatoes were 
skinned and partially scooped out, ta 
be filled with a slice of cucumber cut 
very thin, a ring of green pepper 
around the cucumber, and a small 
round of truffle to garnish. Place the 
decorated tomatoes in nests of Jettuce 
leaves and pour over them the follow­ 
ing highly original dressing: Mix foui 
tablespoonfuls of mustard, one-fourtU 
of a teaspoonful of salt, half as much 
paprika, one tablespoonful of vinegarj 
and 
one-half 
teaspoonful 
of tabid 
sauce. 
Add very slowly, stirring all 
the time, half a cupful of olive oil, 
French mustard is indicated and the 
best imported should be used,

Infant Mortality. 


In connection with the awakening 
of public attention to the neglect and 
waste ot infant life in the 
United 
Kingdom, it is satisfactory to note 
that the rate of infant mortality in 
England and Wales during 1907 did 
not exceed I I S per 1000 births regis- 
tered. 
This rate 
was 
considerably 
below the rate recorded in any pre- 
vious year since the commencement 
of civil registration inlS37,—Lancet, 


There are only 104 miles of street 
railway in England still holding to 
horse traction. 
There arc sixty-four 
on which 
motive power 
is steam, 
twenty-five cable and four gas. 


The conditions of the Arctic atmosf^ 
phere are so favorable for the trans- 
mission of sound that it is possible 
for t w o persons to converse turou^b 
a mil« of spac«. 


The problem of the soldIer*s field 
equipment is one that is continually 
before the military authorities. 
On 
the one hand every effort is made to 
lighten his pack in order that he may 
be able to march and 
fight 
better; 
on the other hand, the improvements 
in material and the changes In con- 
ditions 
of warfare 
constantly de- 
mand additions to his pack: intrench- 
ing tools, range finders, cooking uten- 
sils, tools for removing obstructions 
(wire 
entanglements, 
etc.), 
and 
others too numerous to mention. 


The weight of the arms, ammuni- 
tion and equipments carried by the 
Infantry soldier of the different ar- 
mies of the world is as follows:

The French infantryman, therefore, 
carries 
the lightest 
pack and 
the 
French Alpine chasseur the heaviest. 
The average 
pack 
weighs 
62,41 
pounds. 


The United States soldier marches 
very light, but then he has no pre- 
scribed intrenching tools or individ- 
ual cooking implements (other than 
his mess kit) to carry; so that it is 
not possible to compare his equip- 
ment directly with that of the Euro- 
pean soldier. 


It is a remarkable fact that 
al- 
though our soldiers in the Civil W a r 
taught the world the art of Intrench- 
ing on the field, ours is to-day the 
only important 
army not provided 
with a definite portable 
intrenching 
tool for the men to carry in their 
packs. 
The lessons of 1861-65 Aus- 
tria had not learned in 1S66, 
nor 
Prance in 1870-71. 
But In 1877-78 
Turkey had learned the lessons, and 
Russia paid the penalty of her ne- 
glect. 
At the beginning of the South 
African war England again paid the 
penalty of neglecting field intrench- 
ment, whereas the Boers made full 
use of it. 
The recent campaign in 
Manchuria has again called attention 
to its great Importance In battle, and 
the military world is once more rest- 
lessly striving to perfect the infantry 
equipment in that 
respect. 


In the European 
armies the 
In- 
trenching tools carried into the 
field 
are definitely prescribed in 
regula- 
tions. 
Some of these are carried by 
the men in their packs, others on 
special 
wagons 
accompanying 
the 
troops. 


For example, the soldiers of a bat- 
talion of Infantry in Germany carry 
the following: 
400 short 
handled 
spades, forty 
pickaxes and 
twenty 
axes 
and 
hatchets. 
The 
engineers 
and other special arms carry a great- 
er supply, including also saws, wire 
cutters, etc., which are also carried 
by the cavalry. 
Recently the folding 
saw carried by the cavalry in Ger- 
many has been improved so that its 
two wooden packing sticks can 
be 
used as handles for the 
three-cor- 
nered file and the round awl. 


The 
question 
of 
reducing 
the 
weight 
of 
the 
pack 
(exclusive 
of 
arms and ammunition) has occupied 
the military world for a long time, 
but now it is proposed to reduce the 
number 
of 
rounds 
of 
ammunition 
carried by the soldier because It is 
believed that ninety rounds a 
man 


(instead of 120 or 150) will be quite 
sufficient for all ordinary cases. 
Of 
course this Is only a proposed change; 
it will probably meet with little fa- 
vor, but it is a matter worth con- 
sidering. 


Dr. Hoyges, a Hungarian army sur- 
geon, proposed inlaid soles or socks 
of asbestos for the soldiers, and they 
have been adopted for the Hungarian 
army. The Idea is that the marching 
capacity of the soldier Is less endan- 
gered by his getting tired than by 
the sensitiveness of the skin of the 
feet in coming in contact with the 
leather of the shoe. 


A new weapon has recently been 
Invented 
which 
promises to be of 
great use 
for arming 
the cavalry, 
namely, a sabre pistol. 
This inven- 
tion is due to Herr August Klrehen, 
Jr., Rheydt; 
Rhelnland, 
Germany, 
and consists of a self-loading Brown- 
ing pistol introduced i n ' t h e grip of 
the sabre. 
When the sabre Is held 
vertically, edge to the left, to put 
the pistol in place the barrel of the 
pistol is passed horizontally from the 
right between the two shells of the 
grip, near its top, the butt of the 
pistol 
lying vertically between 
the 
two shells of which the grip is com- 
posed, 
At a "carry," therefore, the 
pistol would point in the direction of 
the enemy. 
The magazine, holding 
nine rounds, is introduced into the 
pistol from the bottom of the sabre 
grip. 
The pistol is removed from the 
hilt of the sabre by first pulling out 
the magazine, then lifting a spring, 
taking out tlie pistol and replacing 
the magazine in it. 
This 
requires 
only a few seconds. 
The pistol can 
be used either in the sabre or sepa- 
rately. 


Neither France nor Germany has 
definitely decided on the exact color 
of a field uniform. 
At least such is 
the 
ofl[icial statement. 
Unofficially 
it appears to be known that Germany 
at least has .concluded her 
experi- 
ments. adopted her field color and is 
now having the clothing storehouses 
filled with the new uniform clothing. 
The color 
reported to 
have been 
adopted 
is a gray-green, 
slightly 
shading into brown, as best adapted 
for the landscape conditions of Cen- 
tral Europe. 
The oflacial announce- 
ment of the adoption of

field uniform will probably soon fol- 
low. 


By a recent order the German in- 
fantry 
pack is to be

weight as follows: By carrying the 
third day's rations some other way, 
so that the soldier carries only two; 
by reducing the weight of the knap- 
sack, overcoat 
and 
cleaning 
mate- 
rial and carrying a part of it some 
other way; 
by leaving off 
eighty 
tents from the present 
supply 
for 
each company on a war footing; by 
carrying a part of the 
intrenching 
tools or field telephones on the am- 
munition 
wagons; 
by 
leaving 
off 
part of the load of the pack wagon 
and 
utilizing the 
space to 
lighten 
the load carried by the men. 
Port- 
able field kitchens are to be definitely 
introduced, and the third day's ra- 
tions are to be carried on them. 


The company pack wagons are to 
be lightened by leaving out the great- 
er part 
of the printed 
regulations 
prescribed and the reserve 
articles. 
By this means room is made for 100 
overcoats 
or 100 tents, or 
twenty 
packed 
knapsacks, or 
115 spades, 
pickaxes and axes, or 9000 
rounds 
of ammunition, which can be taken 
from the weaker among the men. 


Electricity iu Mining, 


One of tho striking results of the 
utilization 
of 
water-power 
for 
the 
development 
of electricity to 
drive 
machinery is seen in mining districts 
v/here the absence of fuel has long 
presented an obstacle to the economi- 
cal employment of steam. 
A won- 
derful change 
Is reported 
to 
have 
taken place in this respect during the 
past year or two in Mexico. 
In the 
Slate of Guanajuato the 
Increasing 
cost of fuel had rendered impossible 
the further mining and milling of 
many grades of ore, which are now 
again profitably worked with the aid 
of 
electric machinery, 
actuated 
by 
the water-power 
obtainable 
in 
the 
neighborhood. 
The fact that electric 
power can be transmitted a long dis- 
tance is also taken advantage of In 
well-wooded districts, where the fuel 
is burned on tho spot, and the result- 
ing mechanical power is sent by cable 
to the 
mines. 


A Queer Labor-Saving Devicc, 


Many Western railroads have dirt- 
ballasted 
tracks, 
on which 
weeds 
grow luxuriantly. 
It has been neces- 
sary to employ as many as sixteen 
men to cut the weeds along one mile 
of track (If it was desired to have 
it done at as rapid a rate as 
one 
mile a day); but the Union Pacific 
now uses 
a gasoline 
weed-burner 
which is capable of doing as much 
work as 320 men; that is, it burns 
twt-» y miles a day. 
The device is 
mounted on trucks and consists of a 
system of burners close to the ground, 
operated in much the same manner 
as the blowers for softening asphalt 
pavements. 
Gasoline furnishes 
the 
motive power of the car also.—Les- 
lie's Weekly,

The problem of the soldier*« field 
equipment Is one that is continually 
before the military authorities. 
On 
the one hand every effort is made to 
lighten his pack in order that be may 
be able to march and fight better; 
on the other hand, the improvements 
in material and the changes in con­ 
ditions 
of warfare 
constantly de­ 
mand additions to his pack: intrench­ 
ing tools, range finders, cooking uten­ 
sils, tools for removing obstructions 
(wire 
entanglements, 
etc.), 
and 
others too numerous to mention. 


The weight of the arms, ammuni­ 
tion and equipments carried by the 
infantry soldier of the different ar­ 
mies of the world is as follows:

The French infantryman, therefore, 
carries 
the lightest 
pack and the 
French Alpine chasseur the heaviest. 
The average 
pack 
weighs 
62.41 
pounds. 


The United States soldier marches 
very light, but then he has no pre­ 
scribed intrenching tools or individ­ 
ual cooking implements (other than 
his mess kit) to carry* so that it is 
not possible to compare his equip­ 
ment directly with that of the Euro­ 
pean soldier. 


It is a remarkable fact that al­ 
though our soldiers in the Civil War 
taught the world the art of intrench­ 
ing on the field, ours is to-day the 
only important 
army not provided 
with a definite portable intrenching 
tool for the men to carry in their 
packs. 
The lessons of 1861-65 Aus­ 
tria had not learned in 1866, nor 
France in 1870-71. 
But in 1877-78 
Turkey had learned the lessons, and 
Russia paid the penalty of her ne­ 
glect. At the beginning of the South 
African war England again paid the 
penalty of neglecting field intrench- 
ment, whereas the Boers made full 
use of it. 
The recent campaign in 
Manchuria has again called attention 
to its great importance in battle, and 
the military world is once more rest­ 
lessly striving to perfect the infantry 
equipment in that respect. 


In the European armies the in­ 
trenching tools carried into the field 
are definitely prescribed in regula­ 
tions. 
Some of these are carried by 
the men in their packs, others on 
special 
wagons 
accompanying the 
troops. 


For example, the soldiers of a bat­ 
talion of infantry in Germany carry 
the following: 
400 short 
handled 
spades, forty 
pickaxes and twenty 
axes and hatchets. 
The engineers 
and other special arms carry a great­ 
er supply, including also saws, wire 
cutters, etc., which are also carried 
by the cavalry. 
Recently the folding 
saw carried by the cavalry in Ger­ 
many has been improved so that its 
two wooden packing sticks can be 
used as handles for the three-cor­ 
nered file and the round awl. 


The 
question 
of 
reducing the 
weight of the pack (exclusive of 
arms and ammunition) has occupied 
the military world for a long time, 
but now it is proposed to reduce the 
number of rounds of ammunition 
carried by the soldier because It is 
believed that ninety rounds a man 


(instead of 120 or 150) will be quite 
sufficient for all ordinary cases. 
Of 
course this Is only a proposed change; 
it will probably meet with little fa­ 
vor, but it is a matter worth con­ 
sidering. 


Dr. Hoyges, a Hungarian army sur­ 
geon, proposed inlaid soles or socks 
of asbestos for the soldiers, and they 
have been adopted for the Hungarian 
army. The idea is that the marching 
capacity of the soldier is less endan­ 
gered by his getting tired than by 
the sensitiveness of the skin of the 
feet in coming in contact with the 
leather of the shoe. 


A new weapon has recently been 
invented which promises to be of 
great use 
for arming 
the cavalry, 
namely, a sabre pistol. 
This inven­ 
tion is due to Herr August Kirehen, 
Jr., Rheydt; 
Rheinland, 
Germany, 
and consists of a self-loading Brown­ 
ing pistol introduced in'the grip of 
the sabre. 
When the sabre is held 
vertically, edge to the left, to put 
the pistol in place the barrel of the 
pistol is passed horizontally from the 
right between the two shells of the 
grip, near its top, the butt of the 
pistol lying vertically between the 
two shells of which the grip is com­ 
posed. 
At a "carry," therefore, the 
pistol would point in the direction of 
the enemy. 
The magazine, holding 
nine rounds, is introduced into the 
pistol from the bottom of the sabre 
grip. The pistol is removed from the 
hilt of the sabre by first pulling out 
the magazine, then lifting a spring, 
taking out the pistol and replacing 
the magazine in it. 
This requires 
only a few seconds. 
The pistol can 
be used either in the sabre or sepa­ 
rately. 


Neither France nor Germany has 
definitely decided on the exact color 
of a field uniform. 
At least such is 
the official statement. 
Unofficially 
it appears to be known that Germany 
at least has .concluded her experi­ 
ments, adopted her field color and is 
now having the clothing storehouses 
filled with the new uniform clothing. 
The color 
reported to 
have been 
adopted 
is a gray-green, 
slightly 
shading Into brown, as best adapted 
for the landscape conditions of Cen­ 
tral Europe. 
The official announce­ 
ment of the adoption of the new 
field uniform will probably soon fol­ 
low. 


By a recent order the German in­ 
fantry 
pack is to be 
reduced i i 
weight as follows: By carrying the 
third day’s rations some other way, 
so that the soldier carries only two; 
by reducing the weight of the knap­ 
sack, overcoat and cleaning mate­ 
rial and carrying a part of it some 
other way; 
by leaving off 
eighty 
tents from the present supply for 
each company on a war footing; by 
carrying a part of the intrenching 
tools or field telephones on the am­ 
munition wagons; 
by leaving off 
part of the load of the pack wagon 
and utilizing the space to lighten 
the load carried by the men. 
Port­ 
able field kitchens are to be definitely 
introduced, and the third day’s ra­ 
tions are to be carried on them. 


The company pack wagons are to 
be lightened by leaving out the great­ 
er part of the printed regulations 
prescribed and the reserve articles. 
By this means room is made for 100 
overcoats 
or 100 tents, or twenty 
packed 
knapsacks, or 
115 spades, 
pickaxes and axes, or 9000 rounds 
of ammunition, which can be taken 
from the weaker among the men. 


Infant Mortality. 


In connection with the awakening 
of public attention to the neglect and 
waste of infant life in the United 
Kingdom, it is satisfactory to note 
that the rate of infant mortality in 
England and Wales during 1907 did 
not exceed 118 per 1000 births regis­ 
tered. 
This rate was considerably 
below the rate recorded in any pre­ 
vious year since the commencement 
of civil registration in 1837.—Lancet, 


There are only 104 miles of street 
railway in England still holding to 
horse traction. 
There arc sixty-four 
on which 
motive power 
is steam, 
twenty-five cable and four gas. 


Electricity in Mining. 


One of the striking results of the 
utilization of water-power for the 
development of electricity to drive 
machinery is seen in mining districts 
where the absence of fuel has long 
presented an obstacle to the economi­ 
cal employment of steam. 
A won­ 
derful change is reported to have 
taken place in this respect during the 
past year or two in Mexico. 
In the 
State of Guanajuato the increasing 
cost of fuel had rendered impossible 
the further mining and milling of 
many grades of ore, which are now 
again profitably worked with the aid 
of electric machinery, actuated by 
the water-power obtainable in the 
neighborhood. 
The fact that electric 
power can be transmitted a long dis­ 
tance is also taken advantage of in 
well-wooded districts, where the fuel 
is burned on the spot, and the result­ 
ing mechanical power is sent by cable 
to the mines. 


A Queer Labor-Saving Device. 


Many Western railroads have dirt- 
ballasted 
tracks, 
on which 
weeds 
grow luxuriantly. 
It has been neces­ 
sary to employ as many as sixteen 
men to cut the weeds along one mile 
of track (If it was desired to have 
it done at as rapid a rate as one 
mile a day); but the Union Pacific 
now uses 
a gasoline 
weed-burner 
which is capable of doing as much 
work as 320 men; that is, it burns 
twrt'.y miles a day. 
The device is 
mounted on trucks and consists of a 
system of burners close to the ground, 
operated in much the same manner 
as the blowers for softening asphalt 
pavements. 
Gasoline furnishes the 
motive power of the car also.—Les­ 
lie’s Weekly.

the centre of the Canadian continent.

Edition: Twelve Billion Copies. 
It is estimated that the annual ag­ 
gregation of the circulation of the 
newspapers of the world Is some 1 2,- 
000,000,000 copies. To grasp an idea 
of what these figures mean one should 
be told that these papers would cover 
no fewer than 10,45 0 square miles of 
surface; 
that they are printed on 
781,250 tons of paper; and, further, 
that if the number ( 12,0 0 0,000,0 0 0 ) 
represented, instead of copies, seconds 
of time it would take more than 333 
years for them to elapse. 
In lieu of 
this arrangement, we might press and 
pile them vertically upward to reach 
our highest mountains. 


Topping all these and even the 
highest Alps, the pile would reach 
the magnificent altitude of, in round 
numbers, 500 miles. Calculating that 
the average man spends five minutes 
in the day reading his paper (a very 
low estimate), we find that the peo­ 
ple of the world altogether annually 
consume in the reading ci their pa­ 
pers an amount of time equivalent to 
100,000 years,— Harper's Weekly,

CHILDREN'S 
LIES, 
Give Small People a Large Objective 


World to Absorb Them, 


A general conclusion from a study 
of children's lies oontrihuted by G. 
Stanley Hall to the Appleton's Maga- 
zine is that children should have an 
active life and see events of a stir- 
ring character. 
"They need," Pro- 
fessor Hall says, "an objective word 
varied, large and active enough to 
greatly absorb them, and then they 
Willi not need to improvise and create. 
The dull, uniform monotony of school 
life and lessons leaves not only an 
aching void hut a mass of surplus 
energy and craving in the child, so 
that ft must often either resign It- 
self to mental poverty or else ex- 
patiate far and -wide and "Wiith con- 
siderable abandon into the world of 
shams sin order to create the outside 
interests it does not tod presented 
to it." 


Professor Hall thinks that parents 
and teachers a-re often directly respon- 
sible for untruth. 
To press children 
for confessions of their own misdeeds 
or those of their playmates, he says, 
is to "present one of the strongest 
temptations to evasion and deceit, if 
not to direct falsehood." 
Even in 
the family children often have a kind 
of freemasonry which makes it bad 
form to tell to iparents the m^isdeeds 
of one another, 


"The same principle applies," the 
writer continues, "against too great 
intrusion Into the private 
life of 
children. 
All who have studied them 
realize that there are masses of crude 
superstitions which they very early 
loarn to repress; that a little later 
there are minor misdeeds and some- 
times "immoral habits that persistent- 
ly seek refuge in the darlcness of con- 
cealment. 
Every child needs to have 
a domain of life and experience all its 
own, sacred from intrusion; and the 
temptation of fond parents to main* 
tailn complete confidence with 
their 
growing boys and girls is met by a 
natural instinct of resistance on the 
part of the child, which is often mani- 
fested hy reservations, prevarications 
and perhaps by positive lies. 
Hence, 
a w.ise policy of letting alone and of 
seeming to Ignore and of respecting 
the child's own personality as inviola' 
ble removes another of the tempta- 
tions to lie/' 


Professor Hall gives some strange 
oases of what he calls pathological 
lies. 
One little -girl Invented a baby 
sister for the ben ©fit of her teacher 
and schoolmat-es and after conduct- 
ing her through several months of 
vicissitude wound up her career with 
a death and funeral. 
Another child 
appeared at school in black and said 
that her mother had died. 
A few 
months 
later she related 
that her 
father had married again; but there» 
had ibeen neither death nor wedding 
in her family. 
The love of lies for 
their own sake can. It seems, bo "as 
strong as that of drink, quite apart 
from all motives of love of attention 
and of gadn." If the withdrawal of 
attention and sympathy and credence 
fails in these oases the calling of a 
doctor Is recommended.

had Its uses, for 3'ears of hard work 
brought with It health, strength, good 
lungs, and a brawny 
frame 
which 
served Dr. Colyer in good stead in 
the pulpit, 


Rus^^ell H. Con well, who Is credit- 
ed with preaching to Iho largest Pro- 
•festant congrt'gatiou In America, In 
the Baptist Temple, Philadelphia, be- 
gan life as a reporter on a Boston 
newspaper. 
He had many vicissitudes 
and finally went Into the Union army 
and served during the war, and it was 
only after that event that ho finally 
perceived his real vocation was in 
the ministry. 


lEllhu Root, Secretary of State, be- 
gan life as a school teacher and af- 
terwards drifted into law and politics. 
United States 
Senator 
Perkins, of 
California, earned his first dollar as 
a cabin boy; after that he had many 
ups and downs, 
finally 
acquiring 
wealth in the great west and return- 
ing to Washington as the representa- 
tive of his State in the highest coun- 
cils of the nation. 


Wilfrid Laurier, 
Canadian 
states- 
man and Premier of the Dominion, or- 
iginally intended to become a priest, 
»but studied for the bar, and then en- 
itered «politics. 
James A. Garfield, 
statesman and soldier, besides being 
a tow^boy on the canal, was a car- 
penter, and such a good one that he 
designed and built with his own hands 
the first house that he occupied in 
his married life. 
Henry George be- 
gan life as a sailor, and died famed 
as a political economist. 
John B. 
Gough, starting out in life as a book- 
binder, ended as a temperance lec- 
turer with a world-wide 
reputation. 
Jay Gould, the first of the great Amer- 
ican millionaires, peddled rat traps 
in his youth, and after that reached 
the sublime height of bookkeeper to 
a 'black&mkh. 


Dwight L. Moody was a salesman in 
Boston, and those who were acquaint- 
ed with him in his youth say that 
he was a very -persuasive and per- 
sistent 
salesman, and h a i he con- 
tinued in that line would undoubted- 
ly have made his mark in the com- 
mercial world. 
He elected, however, 
to go along other lines and became 
the senior 
partner of -the 
famous 
spiritual finn of Moody and Sankey. 


General Grant, as every one knows, 
was in turn a clerk, a tanner and a 
farmer before he found his real voca- 
tion as a great military commander 
(Murat Halstead was bred to farm 
life. It was the means of giving him 
good health and a strong constitution 
but very early in life h e desei-ted 
the plow in order to grasp the ferule 
of the teacher. 
After that he entered 
journalism in Brooklyn, and, at the 
time he died was regarded as the 
dean of free-lance journalism. 


Literary men, more than any other 
class, seem to meet with vicissit^udes 
in locating the narrow path 
which 
finally leads into the broad and shady, 
and 
smooth 
paved 
highway of 
fame. 
Williajm Dean How ells, who 
will presently he regarded as "the 
grand old man" of American litera- 
ture, did his first serious work as 
a compositor on a newspaper 
that 
was 
owned by his father. 
When 
Aibraham Lincoln was nominated for 
the presidency, Howells was employed 
on the Ohio State Journal. 
With an 
enterprise unusual in those days he 
Immediately sat down and wrote a 
campaign life of the presidential can- 
didate, and the one hundred and sixty 
dollars he received for his work paid 
his expense to Boston and 
started 
him on his literary career. 
Henry 
James studied law and made elabor- 
ate iplans for a life at the bar, but 
poor health made it nect^ssary for 
him to go aboard and before he re- 
turned, his anibliions had besn switch- 
ed towards literature. 


Who would imagine that Thomas 
Buchanan Read, the author of "Sheri- 
dan's Ride,'* a man of Infinite genius, 
who ranks with the great but erratic 
poets of America, was once a cigar- 
maker and a sign painter? 
Of course, 
it is no secret that James Whltcomb 
Riley, whose poems of childhood have 
delighted so many, was not only a 
sign painter but at one 'time essayed 
to h e an actor. 
VIctorien 
Sardou 
studied medicine before he made up 
his mlfld to be a dramatist. 
Bret 
Harte was a compositor in a newspa- 


per ofllcQ and a minor before H«. 
charmed the world witli ' T h e Hoath- 
en Chineo." and ^Tho Luck of Roar- 
ing Camp." 
Henry 
Wallace 
Shaw 
(Josh 
Billings) was a farmer and 
deck hand oa an Ohio River steam- 
boat, and an auctioneer, 
Pmbably 
the experience h e gained in those 
unique callings made him so succoss 
ful ns a humorist of the phonotl-: 
spo-lling type. 


George Kcenan was a (olograph op- 
erator before ho began to write about 
"Darkest Russia.'* 
Ho ooncelvod tho 
idea of his future work while con* 
structlng telegraph lines In Siberia, 
Last, but not least, and perhaps the 
most conspicuous type of "jack of all 
trades" who 
finally 
strikes his real 
vocation In middle life Is. Jerome K. 
Jerome, who was in turn tutor, actor, 
journalist, shorthand 
writer and so* 
lienor's clerk, ending up as the auth- 
or of the famous "Throe ^len in a 
Boat" and othor 
humorous 
books 
which have convulsed roadors on both 
fiides of the Atlanilc.--From 
Uncle 
Romus's, in The Homo 
Magazine.

SCARCE, 


Dilemma of London 
Trades—Small 
Supply of Copper Coins, 
America Is not the only 
country 
with a money stringency. 
There Is 
a currency difficulty In London, It 
may not call for such extended refer- 
ence In the next 
Klng*s spci^rh to 
Parliament as Iho American problem 
did in President Roosevelt's message 
to -Congress, but it is causing con- 
siderable trouble in the city never- 
theless. 


The Xew York banks are unablo to 
pay their depositors in gold currency. 
In London the banks are unable to 
supply their customers with coppers. 
There is no dAlilouUy in cashing a 
check at any London -bank if the do- 
l>os'ltor Is content with gold and sil- 
ver in exchange. 
But should he de- 
mand any considerable sum in pen- 
nies the agitated cashier will refer 
him to the glass-Inclosed 
inner of- 
fice, where the stern-faced 
manager 
will resolutely refuse to part 
with 
more than a grudging pittance from 
his precious hoard. 


There are not enough pennies in 
circulation at present to supply the 
necessities of tlie retail commerce of 
the country. Shops with a quick trade 
require to he supplied 
dally 
with 
copper money for change, and 
just 
HOW the utmost difficulty is experi- 
enced In providing it. For its hun- 
dred shops one London firm requires 
£200 worth of pennies and half-pen- 
nies dally, and 'is unable to obtain 
them from its bankers. 


"I would 'be glad to take $25.000 
worth of coppers if I could get thom." 
said the manager of a London bank 
recently, and would even be willing 
to pay a premium upon them.*' 


The mint authorities, although the 
profit on coining copper Is high, de- 
cline to supply all that the banks 
demand. 
They maintain that the ex- 
isting supply ought to be sufficient, 
but that the stringency is caused by 
the reprehensible habit of hoarding, 
which, in respect to gold, has 
pro- 
voked President 
Roosevelt's 
remon- 
strances to his people. 


For weeks past the big firms. In 
anticipation of the present stringency, 
have been accumulating and 
hoard- 
ing coppers. 
A large firm recently 
admitted having hoarded up $2,5000 
worth. 
Large as was that store, it 
has already been nearly exhausted.— 
London t^Iall.

The first American glass factory wa« 
erected in the town ot Temple, N. iL 
Washington, in his d^ary, speaks of 
glass being made in New Haven, Conn., 
in the year 17S9.

impossible, under t-nglL-h rv.le—that of 
making glass in America for America. 


In 17S0 Mr. Hewcs selected a site for 
his factory secure from the British 
forccs (his g'lassblowers wore Hessians 
and Waldeckers—soldivrs who had de- 
serted from tho British army) ti..d ho 
must have had an eye for tho beautiful 
in nature.

FEEDING THE ALBINO TERRAPIN. 


Sustenance 
Provided for a 
Turtle 
That Declines to Eat of Its 
Own Accord. 


There are some turilea that don't 
feed 
well 
when 
first 
'brought 
into 
captivity, and they have to bo made 
to feed or they will die. 
Among such 
turtles Ig the diamond 
back 
terra- 
pin. 


There was received at the Aquarium 
on December 30 last, an. alhlno dia- 
mond back terrapin, a spMmen of 
unusul interest because of tho rarity 
of albinism among turiles. 
1:3 top 
shell measured 7Vi Incht^a in length, 
and It was a perfect albino in shell, 
head, feet and skin, lacking however 
the pink eyes usual In albinos 
This 
turtle came from tho salt 
marshes 
of Texas. 


For some weeks after if was recolv- 
ed at the Aquarium the albino terra- 
pin 
declined to feed, and then to 
preserve it and to get it where it 
could be jnore conveniently handled 
It »was removed from the exhibition 
tank on tho floor where dt had been 
shown to the Aquarium's laboratory 
and its feeding by compulsion begun, 
as it is «till continued three times a 
week, in this manner:. 


iTho terrapin's powerful little Jaws 
are pnied open with a stick and then 
there is placed in its mouth a little 
kiiliefish of about an inch or an inch 
and a half in length, which is gently 
tucked down the turtle's th)X)at until 
all but the tip of the little fish's tail 
is within the turtle's jaws, At this 
stage of the feeding the terrapin ex- 
erts itself and swallows the fish. 


At each meal there are fed to tho 
albino terrapin in this way three ki! 
liofish, ajid under this treatment the 
tenrapln is regaining strength and Im- 
proving in condition. It moves about 
freely and has become quite tame, as 
turtles not uncommonly do; and it 
is likely that it will come in time to 
feed of its own accord, which is also 
not an unusual experience with turtles 
that decline to feed at iirst.—-Now 
York 'Sun.

World to Absorb Them« 


A general conclusion from a study 
of children’s lies contributed by G. 
Stanley Hall to the Appleton’s Maga­ 
zine is that children should have an 
active life and see events of a stir­ 
ring character. 
“They need," Pro­ 
fessor Hall says, “an objective word 
varied, large and active enough to 
greatly absorb them, and then they 
wiill not need to improvise and create. 
The dull, uniform monotony of school 
life and lessons leaves not only an 
aching void 'but a mass of surplus 
energy and craving in the child, so 
that It must often either »resign it­ 
self to mental poverty or else ex­ 
patiate far and wide and with con­ 
siderable abandon into the world of 
shams in order to create the outside 
interests it does not to d presented 
to it.” 


Professor Hall thinks that parents 
and teachers a,re often directly respon­ 
sible for untruth. 
To press children 
for confessions of their own misdeeds 
or those of their playmates, he says, 
is to “present one of the strongest 
temptations to evasion and deceit, if 
not to direct falsehood.” 
Even in 
the family children often have a kind 
of freemasonry which makes it bad 
form to tell to »parents the misdeeds 
of one another. 


“The same principle applies,'1 the 
writer continues, “against too great 
intrusion into the private 
life 
of 
children. All who have studied them 
realize that there are masses of crude 
superstitions which they very early 
learn to repress; that a little later 
there are minor misdeeds and some­ 
times immoral habits that persistent­ 
ly seek refuge in the darkness of con­ 
cealment. 
Every child needs to have 
a domain of life and experience all its 
own, sacred from intrusion; and the 
.temptation of fond parents to main­ 
tain complete confidence with their 
growing boys and girls is met by a 
natural instinct of resistance on the 
part of the child, which is often mani­ 
fested by reservations, prevarications 
and perhaps by positive lies. 
Hence, 
a w.ise policy of letting alone and of 
seeming to ignore and of respecting 
the child's own personality as inviola' 
ble removes another of the tempta­ 
tions to lie,” 


Professor Hall gives some strange 
cases of what he calls pathological 
lies. 
One little girl invented a baby 
sister for the benefit of her teacher 
and schoolmates and after conduct­ 
ing her through several months of 
vicissitude wound up her career with 
a death and funeral. 
Another child 
appeared at school in black and said 
that her mother had died. 
A few 
months later she related that her 
father had married again; but there 
had been neither death nor wedding 
in her family. 
The love of lies for 
their own sake can, it seems, be “as 
strong as that of drink, quite apart 
from all motives of love of attention 
and of gain.” 
If the withdrawal of 
attention and sympathy and credence 
fails in these cases the calling of a 
dootor is recommended.

Gough, starting out in life as a book­ 
binder, ended as a temperance lec­ 
turer with a world-wide reputation. 
Jay Gould, the first of the great Amer­ 
ican millionaires, peddled rat traps 
in his youth, and after that reached 
the sublime height of bookkeeper to 
a ‘blacksmith. 


Dwight L. Moody was a salesman in 
Boston, and those who were acquaint­ 
ed with him in his youth say that 
he was a very «persuasive and per­ 
sistent salesman, and hai he con­ 
tinued in that line would undoubted­ 
ly have made his mark in the com­ 
mercial world. 
He elected, however, 
to go along other lines and became 
the senior partner of ’the 
famous 
spiritual firm of Moody and Sankey. 


General Grant, as every one knows, 
was in turn a clerk, a tanner and a 
farmer before he found his real voca­ 
tion as a gr^at military commander. 
(Murat Halstead was bred to farm 
life. It was the means of giving him 
good health and a strong constitution 
but very early in life he deserted 
the plow in order to grasp the ferule 
of the teacher. After that he entered 
journalism in Brooklyn, and, at the 
time he died was regarded as the 
dean of free-lance journalism.

London 
Trades—Small 
Supply of Copper Coins. 
America Is not the only 
country 
with a money stringency. 
There is 
a currency difficulty in London. 
It 
may not call for such extended refer­ 
ence in the next King’s speech to 
Parliament as the American problem 
did in President Roosevelt’s message 
to Congress, but it is causing con­ 
siderable trouble in the city never­ 
theless. 


The New York banks are unable to 
pay their depositors in gold currency. 
In London the banks are unable to 
supply their customers with coppers. 
There is no difficulty in cashing a 
check at any London «bank if the de­ 
positor is content with gold and sil­ 
ver in exchange. 
But should he de­ 
mand any considerable sum in pen­ 
nies tho agitated cashier will refer 
him to the glass-inclosed inner of­ 
fice, where the stern-faced manager 
will resolutely refuse to part with 
more than a grudging pittance from 
his precious hoard. 


There are not enough pennies in 
circulation at present to supply the 
necessities of the retail commerce of 
the country. Shops with a quick trade 
require to he supplied daily with 
copper money for change, and just 
now the utmost difficulty is experi­ 
enced in providing it. 
For its hun­ 
dred shops one London firm requires 
£ 2 0 0 worth of pennies and half-pen­ 
nies daily, and is unable to obtain 
them from its bankers. 


“I would <be glad to take $25,000 
worth of coppers if I could get them.'' 
said the manager of a London bank 
recently, and would even be willing 
to pay a premium upon them.*' 


The mint authorities, although the 
profit on coining copper is high, de­ 
cline to supply all that the banks 
demand. 
They maintain that the ex­ 
isting supply ought to be sufficient, 
but that the stringency is caused by 
the reprehensible habit of hoarding, 
which, in respect to gold, has pro­ 
voked President Roosevelt's remon­ 
strances to his people. 


For weeks past the big firms, in 
anticipation of the present stringency, 
have been accumulating and hoard­ 
ing coppers. 
A large firm recently 
admitted having hoarded up $2,5000 
worth. 
Large as was that store, it 
has already been nearly exhausted.— 
London »Mail. 


Made at a Factory Built by Boston 


Man In a New Hampshire Town. 
♦ 
The first American glass factory wa* 
erected in the town 01 Temple, N. IL 
Washington, in his d*ary, speaks 
of 
glass being made in New Haven, Conn., 
in the year 17S9. 


One would suppose by the language 
he uses, says the Crockery and Glass 
Journal, that he considers it a new and 
quite extraordinary affair. It was nine 
years pro\ious to this, and curing the 
very war whoso issue first enabled th* 
country to commence its own manu­ 
facturing, that Robert Hewes of Bos­ 
ton, began to carry out the project 
which he had long conceived, but had 
hitherto found impracticable, if not 
impossible, under fcmglLh rr.le—that of 
making glass In America for America. 


In 1780 Mr. Hewes selected a site for 
his factory secure from the British 
forces (his gjlassblowers were Hessians 
and Waldeckers—solde rs who had de­ 
serted from tho British army) a*«d bo 
must have had an eye for the beautiful 
in nature. 
He chose a spot on 
the 
north slope of Ivldder Mountain, near 
its base. 
To the northwest Mount 
Mouadnock rears his granite crown,

FEEDING THE ALBINO TERRAPIN. 


Sustenance 
Provided 
for 
a 
Turtle 
That Declines to Eat of Its 
Own Accord. 


There are some turtle» that don’t 
feed well when first »brought into 
captivity, and they have to be made 
to feed or they will die. Among such 
turtles is the diamond back terra­ 
pin. 


There was received at the Aquarium 
on December 30 last, an albino dia­ 
mond back terrapin, a specimen of 
unusul interest because of tho rarity 
of albinism among turtles. 
top 


shell measured 7 Vi Inches in length, 
and it was a perfect albino in shell, 
head, feet and skin, lacking however 
the pink eyes usual in albinos 
This 
turtle came from the salt marshes 
of Texas. 


For some weeks after if was receiv­ 
ed at the Aquarium the albino terra­ 
pin declined to feed, and then to 
preserve it and to get it where It 
could be more conveniently handled 
it «was removed from the exhibition 
tank on the floor where 4t had been 
shown to the Aquarium's laboratory 
and its feeding by compulsion begun, 
as it is still continued three times a 
week, in this manner:. 


The terrapin's powerful little jaws 
are pnled open with a stick and then 
there is placed in its mouth a little 
killiefish of about an inch or an inch 
and a half in length, which is gently 
tucked down the turtle’s throat until 
all but the tip of the little fish’s tail 
is within the turtle's jaws. 
At this 
stage of the feeding the terrapin ex­ 
erts itself and swallows the fish. 


At each meal there are fed to the 
albino terrapin in this way three ki! 
liefish, and under this treatment the 
terrapin is regaining strength and im­ 
proving in condition. It moves about 
freely and has become quite tame, as 
turtles not uncommonly do; and it 
is likely that it will come in time to 
feed of its own accord, which is also 
not an unusual experience with turtles 
that decline to feed at ¡first.—‘New 
York -Sun.
